The decision to give whites minis- 
tries important to the economy was

WASHINGTON. March 1 1 (WP) — The White House last night accused 
the government of Iran of failing to keep its promises to the UN commis- 
sion in Tehran, whose work has beat “suspended” because of failure to see 
the American hostages. 

Carter administration officials, shaken by this latesL surprise from 
Tehran, said that a new assessment 
of U.S. strategy and tactics in the 
four-month-long crisis is under way. 

A return to a tougher line of con- 
frontation with Iran is likely, ac- 
cording to official sources, but there 
was no indication whether the Unit- 
ed StaLes will go beyond economic 
and political pressures to military 
measures, which have been men- 
tioned in the past. 

UN Secretary-General Kurt Wal- 
dheim and White House officials 
were careful lo leave the door open 
to a possible resumption of the 
commission's work, if there is a 
change in policy or power relation- 
ships in Iran. Mr. Waldheim 
appeared to be more optimistic 
than Washington officials, saying in 
New York last night that the com- 
mission will return for consultations 
at the United Nations and go back 
to Tehran “as soon as some clarifi- 
cations are made.” 

No Coramissioa Report 

Mr. Waldheim announced that 
the commission will not submit any 
report of its findings in the present 
circumstances. Iran has hoped for 
such an official recognition of its 
grievances, but that was to be made 
public in exchange for yet unful- 
filled concessions regarding the 
American hostages. 

A senior White House official 
said last night that new actions by 
the United States are unlikely be- 
fore the first round of parliamenta- 
ry voting in Iran Friaay. The ad- 
ministration is reported to. be eager 
to maximize whatever chance there 
is for internal pressures and inter- 
national disappointment to have a 
positive effect within Iran. As of 
last night, there seemed to be tenta- 
tive agreement that Washington 
should not shift to a new posture 
precipitously. 

Following a day of urgent talks 
involving President Carter, top for- 
eign policy advisers and congres- 
sional leaders, the White House is- 
sued a sharply critical statement 
about Iran's failure to arrange a 
meeting of the commission with all 
the hostages. 

At a briefing for reporters, an of- 
ficial said such a meeting had been 
clearly understood by all parties in 
advance. “As a result of this com-

Mr. Marcos said he did not consider the 
NPA or the Communist Party to be an im- 
mediate threat, but be appeared concerned 
that efforts were failing to settle the MNLF 
conflict by allowing autonomous govern- 
ments in the south. 

Just this week, bombs blamed on (he 
MNLF killed 30 persons and injured an- . 
other 257 in movie theaters and a park in 
two cities on southern Mindanao island. 
Military sources say that Modem separatist 
activity in the last month has killed 63 per- 
sons and wounded 407 in the southern Phil- 
ippines. 

Vote- Rigging Alleged 

“We are moving toward a final normal- 
ization," he said. “The problem is that from 
the Westerner’s point of view, normaliza- 
tion means lifting martial law.

Mr. Marcos said he was ready to meet 
with Benigno Aquino, former Liberal Party 
leader and symbol of the opposition, who 
hastieen detained since 1972. 

But, he said: “Aquino proposed that we 
organize a national advisory council which 
would bring about reconciliation of all 
forces in the Philippines. Actually, that 
coincides with some of my thoughts, so 1 
welcome the idea. The only problem is that 
it is predicated on the fact that there was a 
crisis of leadership because T was dying." 


Mr. Marcos’ reference was to rumors 
that be was seriously iH with a wide range 
of maladies. When it was suggested be 
appeared to be in good health, Mr. Marcos 
laughed. “The rumors show the lack of im- 
agination of my opponents. 1 suppose I wfl] 
have to stand cm my head for foreign corre- 
spondents to show them how good my 
health is.” 

He said be asked Mr. Aquino to rethink 
his proposal and submit it again. 

Mr. Marcos said he offered to let Mr. 
Aquino return to his residence, continuing 
for three weeks the temporary freedom 
granted recently. . “For some reason or 
other, he preferred to go back to deten- 
tion," Mr. Marcos said. 

No one from Mr. Aquino’s family could 
be reached immediately for comment 

The president has come under increasing 
criticism in recent months. Opponents say 
corruption remains rampant in sectors of 
government and among Mr. Marcos' dose 
friends and relatives. Election irregularities 
caused bitterness among some of his for- 
mer followers. 

■ Punishment Promised 

In response to questioning, Mr. Marcos 
said all specific complaints were under in- 
vestigation, and he promised that anyone 
found guilty would be punished. 

Of toe economy, Mr. Marcos said, the 
country was on its way to becoming a self- 
sufficient industrial slate that would be as- 
sured of steady growth. 

In a separate interview, ImeJda Marcos, 
the president's wife, said that a firm hand 
was essential to mute the country during 
difficult times. As well as first lady, she is 
minister of human settlements and gover- 
nor of metropolitan Manila, where 20 per- 
cent of the population lives. ' 

She said an urgent priority is to give Fili- 
pinos a sense of purpose after long colon- 
ization that ended in 1946. 

“We must first have an identity — we 
bad lost our identity for 500 years," she 
said. "Through self-reliance we nope to de- 
velop our people toward fulfillment — not 
only to bring dignity but also total happi- 
ness. Our goal is not only physical well- 
being, but also mental and emotional" 


Panel to Meet Waldheim 
On f . Pursuing Its Task 9

TEHRAN, March 1 1 (WP) — The UN commissi on to help solve the 
U^.- Irani an hostage crisis today admitted defeat and left Iran after Aya- 
tollah Ruhollah Khomeini dealt toe mission a fatal blow by refusing to 
allow it to visit all 50 hostages unconditionally. In a short statement before 
the five-man commission left for Geneva, a spokesman said the panel was 

“not in a position to prepare its re- 
port.” But the statement avoided 
saying specifically that Iran's refus- 
al to allow the commission to see 
the hostages was the cause of the 
breakdown. 

The carefully worded statement 
said toe commission would confer 
with UN Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim in New York "“with a 
view toward pursuing its task, 
which it regards as indivisible.” 

[Mr. Waldheim predicted today 
that the crisis would be “solved in a 
satisfactory way.” the Associated 
Press reported in New York. He 
said toe report of the commission 
“cannot be issued or produced until 
the hostage problem is solved.” Mr. 
Waldheim told a press conference 
that he is “quite confident that the 
hostages will be released — but 
please have patience.”] 

The commissioners departed 
barely five hours after Iran failed in 
a final effort to persuade the UN to 
change the body's mandate. The 
panel, which had been in Iran for 
17 days without seeing the hostages, 
turned down Iranian officials' en- 
treaties to extend its stay. 

After the commission had left its 
hotel for the airport this morning, 
three militants from the U.S. Em- 
bassy turned up in the lobby with 
three cartons, vaguely resembling 
pizza boxes, crammed with docu- 
ments they said they wanted the 
commission to have. UN officials 
told toe militants they were unable 
to accept the documents in that 
form. 

Fortsign. Minister Sadegh 
Ghotbzadeh said he was “a bit dis- 
appointed” by the commission's de 
cision to leave. But he said the de 
parture was “neither a victory nor a 
defeat for anyone," and said he 
hoped toe commission would return 
soon to continue its work. 

The commission's failure leaves 
the hostages still in the custody of 
their militant captors with liule 
hope of being freed, or transferred 
to government custody, until well 
into April — if then. Two weeks 
-ago, toe ayatollah said the hostage 
issue would have to be decided by a 
parliament that is to be elected this 
month but is not expected to be 
ready for serious business until 
sometime in April. 

The ' commission's failure was 
sealed at an hourlocg morning 
meeting of the divided Revolution- 
ary Council at toe ayatollah's 
Tehran residence yesterday. He 
swung his authority behind the mili- 
tants, who have held the hostages 
for the 128 days. 

Under the original arrangement 
agreed to by Iran, the UN and the 
United States, the commission was 
to have seen all the hostages before 
issuing a report on its investigation 
of the deposed shah.

Through the refugees and Pa than 
tribesmen who freely cross the un- 
marked border in both directions, 
Pakistani authorities keep informed 
on events in toe Afghan border 
provinces. 

The- Pakistani government is in- 
creasingly concerned about toe pos- 
sibility of border incidents if Soviet 
troops should enter Pakistan in pur- 
suit of the guerrillas. No such inci- 
dents have been reported so far. 

However, on the opening day of 
the Kunar offensive a Soviet Anto- 
nov military transport plane strayed 
over the bolder and was ordered by 
two patrolling MiG- 19 fighters of 
the Pakistani Air Force to land at 
Peshawar airport, sources said. The 
Antonov prepared to land as or- 
dered, but then switched on its full 
engine power within sight of the 

Peshawar runway and fled into Af- 
ghanistan. 

The Pakistani jets were under or- 
ders not to open fire, and they took 
no further action. Authorities have 
disclosed the incident, but without 
giving these details. 

The sources said strong Soviet 
tank forces are stationed in toe 
Kunar Valley, at one point only 
three miles from the bender. They 
said the Afghan army has virtually 
disintegrated since the Soviet inter- 
vention, and almost no Afghan 
troops took part in the Kunar fight- 
ing. 

“The guerrillas are very good 
fighters, but they have neither the 
sophisticated weapons nor .the mili- 
tary organization they would need 
lo resist the Soviet airborne 
troops,” an official said. 

On the other hand, the guerrillas 
are highly motivated, and their mo- 
rale is said to remain good. They 
have taken heavy losses, but their 
Islamic faith allows them to accept 
casualties without becoming demo- 
ralized. 

“They’re able to cross the Kunar 
River almost anywhere under cover 
of darkness to launch surprise at-

Legal ^Opinion’ Lets CIA Bypass Congress

WASHINGTON. March 11 
(LAT) — A previously undisclosed 
“opinion” attributed to former At- 
torney Genera] Griffin Bel] fined 
President Carter and the Central In- 
telligence Agency from complying 
fully with a promise to give Con- 
mess prior notification of covert 
CIA actions abroad 

The “Bell opinion.” informed 
sources said yesterday, held that the 
complex language of Executive Or- 
der 12036, issued on Jan. 24, 1978, 
meant not prior notice, as was gen- 
erally assumed, but timely notice, 
which could come after the fact. 

That opinion, which appears to 
have been drawn up for Mr, Bell by 
the Department of Justice’s office 
of legal counsel, was a critical Factor 
in getting intelligence agencies and 
the White House to support the ex- 
ecutive order, according to one 
source. Without it. another source 
said. CIA Director Stansfield 
Turner had been refusing to en- 
dorse the order under which the 
CIA was to operate. ^ 

Congress Unaware 


Congress has been unaware of 
the opinion, however, according to 
a spokesman for the Senate Sdect 
Committee on Intelligence. The 
spokesman said the executive order 
has been taken by the committee to 
mean prior notification, since it 
uses the same language as that of 
Senate Resolution 400. which set up 
the intelligence committee. It says 
that the president shall keep the 
House and Senate committees “ful- 
ly and currently informed concern- 
ing intelligence activities, including 
any significant anticipated 
activities . . 

The Bell opinion may explain the 
surprise of the Senate group on 
Feb. 21 when Adm. Turner testified 
that it had not been getting all the 
information that it thought. Adm. 
Turner objected strongly to lan- 
guage in a proposed new intelli- 
gence charter because it would re- 
quire notice in advance of covert 
CIA actions. That is “unnecessary, 
improper and unwise.” he said. 

Yet the charter language is the 
same as that in the Senate resolu- 
tion and the executive order under 
which the CIA has been operating. 

‘ A puzzled Sen. Walter Huddles- 
ton, D-Ky_ chairman of the intelli- 
gence subcommittee that drafted 
the charter, complained that he and 
the full committee had believed 
they were receiving prior notice of 
actions undertaken try the CIA. ex- 
cept in one case.

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Advanced Rocket Progresses 


China Speeds Up Its Pace Toward Space

N BW YORK, March 11 (NYT) 

--China is developing a more pow- 
4rf ™. and efficient space rocket, 
Peking impressive advances in.sol- 
«?««* electronics crucial to so- 
phisticated space flight and pursu- 
ing ambitious plans to launch sever- 
al communications, weather »nri 
possibly other satellites, according 
to U.S. engineers and space officials 
who have recently visited China. 

The new three-stage rocket, em- 
ploying liquid hydrogen and liquid 


oxygen as propellants in its upper 
Stage, could make China competi- 
tive with most space transportation 
systems in the world. 

. The rockeu called Long March-3, 
is expected to make its debut next 
year in launching an experimental 
communications spacecraft into 
high Earth orbit- China has orbited 
eight satellites since 1970. mostly as 
systems tests, but also for military 
reconnaissance. Its present two- 
stage launching rockets are said to 
be comparable in size and propul- 
sion to the Titan-2, which the Unit- 
ed States used for its Gemini 
manned space flights in the mid- 
1960s. 


Difficult Technology 

Only the United States and the 
European Space Agency, an 1 1 -na- 
tion consortium, have mastered the 
difficult technology of liquid-hydro- 
gen rocket propulsion. U.S. observ- 
ers said that there is no evidence 
that the Soviet Union has ever 
flown a liquid-hydrogen rocket en- 
gine. 

After touring China’s space re- 
search facilities in November, a 19- 
member delegation from the Ameri- 


can Institute of Aeronautics and 
Astronautics, an organization of 
aerospace engineers and scientists, 
concluded that the Chinese “are se- 
rious about their stated goal of ob- 
taining an independent capability 
in communications in the next dec- 
ade. and are making good techno- 
logical progress toward it." 

Numerous Representatives 

The traffic to China in recent 
months has included, besides the in- 
stitute delegation, officials of the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration and numerous rep- 
resentatives of the U.S. and French 
aerospace industries. 

Dr. Frank Press, the presidential 
science adviser, and Dr. Robert 
Frosch, the NASA administrator, 
were in Peking in January to sign an 
agreement clearing the way for Chi- 
na's purchase of a ground station 
for receiving data from Landsat 
earth-resources survey satellites. 
China has said that it also intends 
to buy its first operational commu- 
nications satellites from the United 
Slates. 

According to a report by the in- 
stitute delegation, to be published 
later this month, and interviews 
with knowledgeable U.S. engineers, 
China's future space plans include 
these activities: 

• One or two experimental satel- 
lite launchings this year to test solar 
cells and other flight systems. A 
similar mission last year failed. 

• An experimental communica- 
tions satellite to be launched next 
year. The satellite, to be developed 
and buiJt in China, would be placed 
in a 22,300-imle-higb orbit with the 
Long March-3 rocket.

At a rocket assembly plant in 
Shanghai. U.S. engineers inspected 
the two-stage rocket used in current 
Chinese space launchings, a modi- 
fied version of their intercontinen- 
tal ballistic missile known as the 
CSS-X-4. [t has four first-stage en- 
gines and one second-stage engine, 
all of which bum the liquid propel- 
lants nitrogen tetroxide and unsym- 
metncal dimethylhydrazme. It can 
deliver 4.400 pounds of payload 
into a low Earth orbit. 

The Long March-3 rocket is es- 
sentially an upgraded version of the 
standard two-stage rocket but with 
the liquid-hydrogen third stage add- 
ed. 

Liquid hydrogen has a high 
thrust-to- weight ratio, which means 
that, in a sense, it gives a rocket 
more miles and payload to a gillnn 
Some recent newspaper reports in 
China indicate that the three-stage 
rocket is ready for operation.

Looser System 

Officials said that in several re- 
cent exchanges, the administration 
has pressed the Swiss government 
to get Argentina’s agreement to 
tight restrictions on how the plant 
and other sensitive nuclear facilities 
could be used. But the Swiss gov- 
ernment is said to have maintain ed 
that a looser system of safeguards is 
all that is required under a 1978 
agreement on nuclear exports 
among major supplier countries, in- 
cluding Switzerland. 

Several UJS. technical experts 
said that the safeguards proposed 
by Switzerland would not keep Ar- 
gentina from misusing the projected 
heavy water plant. 

The proposed deal also has 
aroused concern in Washington and 
congressional aides said that, last 
month, leaders of the House For- 
eign Affairs Committee urged the 
administration to oppose the Swiss 
sale.

Mass of Paper Upstages Lance at Trial

ATLANTA, March 11 (WP) — 
Bert Lance — as difficult to believe 
as it may seem for those wbo came 
to know him in Washington — was 
not the center of attention for the 
first seven weeks of his criminal tri- 
al in Atlanta.

Russian tarragon has 
the advantage of producing ivHf 
and thus appeals to the sellers of 
seeds. But- for the consumer this 
herb has the disadvantage of hw»p 
almost tasteless. 

You can buy tarragon in the form 
of dried leaves, but you may be dis- 
appointed even if they ««« from 
French tarragon. Most dried herbs 
are more concentrated in flavor 
than fresh herbs bec ause the drying 
removes the water content; but 
drying tarragon eliminates the es- 
sential o9 that gives it its taste. Eliz- 
abeth David has written that when 
she uses dried tarragon she puts in 
twice as much.

Rescued Nile Temples Are Reopened 


C AIRO, May 11 (AP) — Twenty 
temples honoring Isis, the 
mother goddess, which had nestled 
on P hil an Island in the Nile for 
nearly 2JXX) years, were opened to 
the public yesterday on their new 
home; the neighboring isle df Agil- 
Iria, after being rescued from 70 
years erf submersion. 


Tbe rescue of the temples culmi- 
nates a 20-year effort. Tbe event 
was celebrated with speeches and 
tributes from Egypt’s first lady, 
Jihan Sadat, and Minister for Presi- 
dential Affairs Mansour Hassan, 
the Middle East News Agency re- 
ported from Aswan. 

Tbe salvage program was the re- 
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suit of an appeal by Egypt and Su- 
dan in 19S9 to save the monuments 
of Nubia. The goal was to prevent 
progress — in the form of the high 
Ham that backed up the flood waters 
of the Nile — from literally drown- 
ing a nation’s history. 

Philae Island lies between tbe old 
and new Aswan Hams 960 kflotne- 
ters south of the Mediterranean. 
When the first dam was built the 
Nile rose around Philae, and with 
Lhe completion of the Aswan High 
Dam in 1970 the island was trapped 
in a mounting lalrn of water be- 
tween the two dams. 

The threat of submersion and 
erosioa inspired a Unesco drive to 
save the Nubian monuments. The 
last Slone from Philae was brought 
to Agdkia in October, 1979.

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Milking the Hostages 


Early in the Iranian hostage crisis there was 
a widely held assumption that the Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini was more or less in 
charge and that he would determine when 
and under what conditions the U.S. captives 
would be released. After a while, though, that 
seemed less certain. The ayatollah was given 
to long silences, even retreats, at critical 
times, and it began to appear that he was not 
in full control There were those who felt that 
Islamic technocrats such as Abolhassan 
Bani-Sadr and Sadegh Ghotbzadeh were in- 
fluential Some argued that shadowy figures 
in the Moslem clergy had the ayatollah’s ear 
and he would act only on their advice. More 
conspiratorial types held that the fine hand 
of the Soviet Union was using the so-called 
students to manip ulate the entire Iranian sit- 
uation. 

As the embassy siege stretched from weeks 
to months it became progressively dearer 
that none of these explanations was ade- 
quate. The analysis, if that is not too exces- 
sive a characterization of the tea-leaf-reading 
process, shifted to what is now being called 
an internal power struggle. According to this 
version, the two camps break down simplisti- 
cally into civilians and m ullahs . Bani- Sadr’s 
overwhelming victory in the presidential elec- 
tion and his subsequent appointment by 
Khomeini as head of the Revolutionary 
Council was jseen as a major triumph for the 
civilians. Now, it is said the mullahs (and 
their partners the embassy militants) have 
won a victory. At the expense of Bani-Sadr 
and Ghotbzadeh, they have torpedoed the 
first stage of an effort to reach an accommo- 


dation meant to result in the release of the 
hostages. This received the ayatollah's bless- 
ing. - 

Suppose this up to date version is right. It 
seems reasonable, which, of course, could be 
the best indication that it is not. But even if it 
is. so what? Bani-Sadr cannot free the hos- 
tages and the militants will not. Therefore, it 
is a waste of time to negotiate with the presi- 
dent and impossible to negotiate with the 
militants, who have no reason to play their 
only political card. Every concession made 
by the United States, such as agreement to 
the formation of the United Nations com- 
mission, will beget demands for additional 
concessions. Since the students believe that 
Iranian authorities, sudt as they are, will not 
seek to remove them, and that the United 
States has no viable means of removing 
them, they will sit tight with their hostages 
and milk the situation for everything they 
can get out of it. 

The time has come to accept that there are 
no concessions the United States can make 
that will bring the release of the hostages. 
Therefore, the United States should offer no 
more concessions. Boycotts and blockades 
are not the answer either. There is no reason 
the militants should respond to them. The 
United States simply does not have the abili- 
ty to exert the kind of pressure that would 
force a surrender. The choice is between sit- 
ting back and waiting and a rescue operation. 
Both approaches involve grave risks, but for 
the moment they are the alternatives.

Changing Energy Sources . . . 


President Carter's coal program promises 
to spend far too much money with far too 
little regard for air pollution and its threat to 
public health. The president wants to speed 
up the dectric utilities' shift from fuel oil and 
gas to coal. The lever is to be $10 billion in 
coal conversion subsidies to the utilities over 
the next 10 years. 

For $10 billion, the public is entitled to 
much more careful protection of the environ- 
ment. The administration’s goal — to reduce 
oil imports — is an important one. But, 
unhappily, the administration has allowed 
the coal and utility industries to persuade it 
to do nothing about the health hazards im- 
plicit in this rising volume of coal smoke. 

* * * 

This proposal follows, by eight months, 
Mr. Carter’s energy speech in which he said 
he would seek legislation to cut utilities’ use 
of oil. Just under half of U.S. electricity is 
already generated by coal. The other four 
sources — oil, gas. nuclear power and water 
power — supply the rest in roughly equal 
proportions. The utilities use about one of' 
every 12 barrels of oil consumed in the Unit- 
ed Slates. It's a substantial amount, and 
Carter says his plan can reduce oD imports 
by a million barrels a day by 1990. That’s 
worth doing. But it is not necessary to de- 
grade the air quality throughout the 
northeastern United States to accomplish iL 

The administration says, plaintively, that it 
does not intend to relax any of the existing 
air standards. That's true, but in many parts 
of the country pollution can increase sub- 
stantially without exceeding those standards. 
In any case, they cover only local pollution. 


Present law does not address die phenome- 
non of add rain — the cycle that begins with 
the burning of coal and ends with the collec- 
tion of sulfuric add in lakes and streams far 
away. All of these hazards are likely to be 
aggravated by another Carter bill now in the 
final stages of passage. It would establish an 
Energy Mobilization Beard with power to 
waive certain environmental rales for proj- 
ects like power-plant conversions. 

* * * 

Orderly and prudent regulation would in- 
stead declare that a generating plant, after 
being converted to coal, could emit no more 
sulfur or particulate pollution than it did 
when it burned oil That standard is not unu- 
sually difficult as a matter of technology, nor 
would it be unreasonably expensive. If 
Carter is going to put out billions of dollars 
as bait for conversion, he might usefully 
make it conditional mi decent performance 
in pollution abatement 

The utilities, after all, already have one 
powerful incentive to convert: The price of 
oil is almost three times the price of coal 
Why do they not convert immediately? Be- 
cause many cannot raise the capital, and 
most can pass the high cost of oil on to their 
customers. But the subsidies mean that tax- 
payers are going to pay for utility improve- 
ments that wDl save both the utility compa- 
nies and consumers a great deal of money. 
Perhaps it is worth saying once again that the 
best way to control these costs, as well as air 
pollution, is to hold down the rate at which 
Americans use electricity.

. .. . . Or Paying the Price 


A few years ago — remember? — it was a 
popular U.S. parlor sport to belittle the Brit- 
ish. Pundits and economists pointed with 
alarm at the rash of strikes, the decline of 
sterling and the unwillingness of the British 
to apply the Dunkirk spirit to difficult choic- 
es. As an editor of The Wall Street Journal 
growled: “Hardly anyone needs to be told 
now that Great Britain is the sick man of 
Europe. Everywhere you look the evidence 
abounds.” 

* * * 

But look at what the canny British are up 
to. They are positively Spartan about con- 
serving petroleum while U.S. leaders quail at 
the notion of a 50-cent gas tax -=-even with a 
rebate provision. At the pump, British mo- 
torists pay $2.34 a gallon, and a rumored 15- 
percem tax increase would soon bring that , to 
about $2.70. True, gas costs more everywhere 
in Europe: $3.11 a gallon in Belgium, $3.02 
in Italy, $2.60 in France. But Great Britian 
needs no foreign oil It exports 28 percent of 
its North Sea petroleum. Despite this self- 


sufficiency, successive governments have re- 
sisted the easy course of providing cheap en- 
ergy. 

David Howell, Britain’s energy minister, re- 
cently offered this defease of conservation by 
price: “The price increases are completely in 
line with precepts of the market economy, 
with the real and dangerous world in which 
we live and with the government's determina- 
tion that we as a nation must have die cour- 
age to face reality . . . The government rec- 
ognizes that higher fuel prices can bring 
hardship to the socially disadvantaged. We 
recognize our special resp on si b il i ties here 
and are determined to meet them. But it 
would be false compassion to continue to 
hold prices down artificially for these social 
reasons.” 

We cannot recall any such sentiments ema- 
nating either from the White House or from 
President Carter’s opponents. Perhaps it is 
time for the British to propose that Dunkirk 
test for their sanctimonious U.S. cousins.

F JRJS — For the fifth time in a 
year, Iranians go to the poDs 
Friday to elect thor first Islamic

Many Iranians hope this will be 
the end of two years of anarchy in 
which the nation has lacked effec- 
tive government. But the 23-million 
strong electorate seems indifferent, 
at least in the big cities. Some voters 
fed that a parliament is of little val- 
ue in a society based on divine law 
and directed by the Faqih (Relig- 
ious Guide). 

Ironically, however, the Shiite 
dergy has taken a different view. 
Hundreds of mnllahs have thrown 
their turbans into the ring in the 
hope of entering the 270-seal house. 
Among them are semes of top off- 
ice-holders, including former Interi- 
or Minister Ayatollah Rafsanjani 
and former. Deputy War Minister 
Ayatollah Kbamendn. A whole 
army of tnrbaned candidates is led 
by Khomeini’s son. Syed Ahmad. 

Khomeini's original promise was 
that mullahs would serve as watch- 
dogs of the executive only and 
would not hold government posi- 
tions. That promise seduced many 
“liberals” who wished to see the 
«dmh go. After more a year of 
moving in the opposite direction, 
Khomeini now seems to be leading 
the mullahs back into the position 
he bad originally claimed for them. 
That might explain the mullahs’ 
rush to enter the coming parlia- 
ment. 

If this analysis is correct, the 
present “mnll diarchy” might soon 
give way to a more acceptable form 
of government. 

Khomeini has already given all 
the top posts in the judiciary to re- 
ligious colleagues. Securing control 
of the legislature as well would, 
ther e fore, give hi™ all the insura nce 
he needs for the survival of Us 
Islamic republic. Thus professional 
politicians and civil servants might 
be allowed to run the executive un- 
der constant scrutiny from mullah- 
dominated legislature and judiciary. 
The mullah-dominated “watchdog 
c ommissi on'’ would watch all three 
and would, in turn, be watched by 
Khomeini himself.

Far from being an im- 
pressive move that gets out front of 
the problem, the budget-balancing 
act already shapes up as mere ban- 
daging certain to foster, after a brief 
lapse, another crisis of confidence. 

Energy, the country’s second 
most pressing problem, affords a 
similar case. Practically everybody 
acknowledges that considerable 
conservation of scarce resources can 
be achieved by backing utilities out 
of gas and ml and into coal for the 
generation of electric power.

Paris’ Musee Grevin Finds Another Forum 


By Hebe Dorsey 

PARIS, March 1 1 (IHT) — The 
1 Musee Grevin, Paris’ famous 
wax museum, is anticipating its 
100th anniversary with an encore. 
On March 21. at the Forum des 
Halles, it will launch a historical 
panorama of Paris from 1885 to 
1900 — the so-called Belle Ep- 
oque. 

Opening with a Renoiresque 
Cafe Concert, 20 tableaus spread 
over 1,100 square meters will re- 
trace the scientific and artistic 
blossoming of that era, illustrated 
by Victor Hugo, as well as by Pas- 
teur »*id Manet. The main differ- 
ence between the museum and 
this new broach is that the latter is 
animated.. 

With the precision of automa- 
tons, these wax figures go through 
several acts while a sound and 
tight show (with English and Ger- 
man translations) brings the back- 
ground to life. Snow falls on 
Montmartre while Degas paints a 
couple of lavas, the Eiffel Tower 
springs up cm the horizon while 


Gustave Eiffel explains the tech- 
nique behind it, Jules Verne sits 
'between two scenes from his 
“20,000 Leagues Under the Sea,” 
and a Moulin Rouge tableau re- 
captures the frivolous ambience of 
that cabaret with its characters 
from Toulouse-Lautrec to the can- 
can girls.
